Many  of  these  to  find  c 
brave  Marines  have  lost  limbs,  their  fellc 
their  sight,  and  are  battle 
fatigued,  but  in  almost  every 
case,  their  main  concern  lies 
with  their  fellow  Marines  who 
are  still  in  harm's  way. 

As  I  was  talking  to  one 
Marine,  he  told  me  his  greatest 
regret  was  that  he  wcnild  no 
longer  be  able  to  serve  beside 
his  fellow  Marines.  The  reason 
this  brave  yoimg  man  could  no 
longer  serve  was  that  he  had 
lost  both  arms  in  combat.  As  I 
met  widi  him,  his  wife  and  his 
parents,  he  said  nothing  about 
the  sacrifices  he  had  made. 

With  tears  in  his  eyes,  he  spoke 
with  grace  and  poise  about  the 
love  and  sacrinces  his  family 
had  made  for  him.

light  in  an  exceedingly  dark  comer  of  our 
world  will  be  permanently  extinguished. 
T.C.  Pinckney,  a  retired  U.S.  Air  Force 
brigadier  general  from  Virginia,  and 
Bruce  N.  Snortt,  a  Texas  attorney,  have 
submitted  a  proposed  resolution  to  be 
considered  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (SBC)  armual  meeting  in 
Indianapolis  in  a  couple  of  weeks  that 
calls  on  Southern  Baptists  to  withdraw 
their  children  from  tne  "Godless,  anti- 
Christian  education"  they  are  receiving  in 
the  public  school  systems  of  this  country. 

"...(T)he  millions  of  children  in  govern¬ 
ment  sdiools  spend  7  ho^  a  day,  180  days 
a  year  being  taught  that  (jod  is  irrelevant  to 
every  area  of  lire...,"  accordiM  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  resolution.  "...(M)any  Christian  chil¬ 
dren  in  government  spools  are  converted  to 
an  anti-Christian  worldview  rather  than 
evangelizing^ their  schoolmates..." 

The  resolution  ends  by  calling  on 
Sou^em  ^ptist  officers,  members,  and  the 
churches  associated  with  the  convention  to 
remove  all  ^eir  children  from  government 
schools  and  "see  to  it  that  they  receive  a 
thoroughly  Christian  education..." 

What  a  slap  in  the  face  of  Christian  edu¬ 
cators  everywhere,  who  endure  threats 
and  pressure  that  people  like  Pinckney  and 
Shortt  cannot  imagine,  all  so  th^  can  pro¬ 
vide  a  much-needed  witness  as  God  leads. 

Hopefully,  this  intellectual  disgrace  will 
not  be  recommended  to  messengers  by  the 
SBC  Resolutions  Committee. 

Maybe  then  Pinckney,  one  of  the  most 
divisive  figures  in  Virginia  Baptist  life,  and 
Shortt,  who  is  Texas  state  director  for  the 
national  anti-public  school  group  Exodus 
Mandate,  will  do  a  little  research  before 
they  brand  eveiyone  and  everything  asso¬ 
ciated  with  pubuc  schools  as  "Godless." 

The  public  school  system  in  Mississippi 


may  have  its  problems,  but  the  last  thing 
we  need  in  this  state  —  or  any  other  state 
—  is  a  mass  departure  of  devout 
Christians.  Apparently,  Pinckney,  Shortt, 
and  their  ilk  are  willing  to  subjugate  the 
Great  Commission  (Matthew  2o:  18-20)  to 
the  achievement  of  political  goals. 

The  alternatives  to  public  schools  offered 
by  Pinckney  and  Shortt  —  home  schooling 
and  Christian  schools  —  are  worthy  of  dis¬ 
cussion  and,  in  a  perfect  world,  ideal  alter¬ 
natives.  Many  Mississippi  Baptists  are 
already  involved  in  home  schooling  or 
Christian  schooling,  and  are  pleased  with 
the  results.  More  power  to  them. 

As  long  as  public  schools  exist,  howev¬ 
er,  there  will  be  a  need  for  a  Christian  wit¬ 
ness  in  those  schools.  As  demonstrably 
effective  as  are  home  schooling  and 
Christicin  schooling,  not  everyone  will  be 
able  to  fit  into  those  environments  for  a 
number  of  reasons. 

Are  we  not  commanded  to  tell  public 
school  children,  too,  of  the  eternal  salvation 
offered  through  Jesus  Christ  alone?  Are  we 
now  to  turn  our  backs  and  leave  these  chil¬ 
dren  to  be  devoured  by  the  evil  one? 

Not  in  Mississippi,  we  won't,  and  not 
among  Mississippi  Baptists  for  sure.  As 
we  have  proven  for  over  100  years, 
Mississippi  Baptists  are  willing  to  go 
anywhere,  at  any  cost,  for  however  long 
it  takes,  with  all  the  strength  we  can 
muster,  to  bring  lost  souls  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ.  That  includes 
th^ublic  school  system. 

The  Pinckneys  and  ShorttS  of  this  world, 
with  their  narrow,  exclusivist  view  of 
Christianity,  don't  seem  to  understand  that. 

Perhaps  Mississippi  Baptists  —  and 
Southern  Baptists  in  other  states  who 
believe  as  we  do  —  can  make  it  unmistak¬ 
ably  clear  to  them  in  a  couple  of  weeks.

As  I  turned  my  head,  I  was 
astounded  to  see  him  walking 
toward  me.  He  told  me  that  he 
wanted  to  come  up  and  thank 
me  for  all  of  the  prayers,  calling 
cards,  and  the  time  we  had 
spent  talking.  He  told  me  that 
the  new  prosthetic  was  really 
working  out  well  and  that  he 
would  Be  able  to  carry  on. 

Whether  someone  agrees  or 
disagrees  with  the  war  in  Iraq 
is  inconsequential,  but  what 
really  matters  is  the  bravery  of 
these  young  men  and  women. 
They  are  wuling  to  answer  the 
same  call  that  so  many  before 
them  have  heard.  With  much 
the  same  courage  their  ances¬ 
tors  displayed  when  they 
raised  the  flag  at  Iwo  Jima, 
these  young  Americans  have 
raised  our  flag  throughout 
Iraq.

(/  believe  in  Jesus.)

From  this  time  on, 
I  want  to  live  in  a 
loving  relationship  with  Him. 
(I  receive  Christ  as  my 
Savior  and  Lord.) 

But  as  many  as  received  him,  to 
them  he  gave  the  right  to 
become  chil^n  of  God,  even  to 
those  who  believe  in  his  name 
(John  1:12).

Weaknesses 

Hardly  a  week  goes  by  that  I 
do  not  receive  a  c^,  ana  some¬ 
times  it  seems  like  one  every 
day,  from  a  Pastor  Searcn 
Committee  wanting  to  get  infor¬ 
mation  about  a  prospective  can¬ 
didate  for  their  churat.  It  is  not 
easy  serving  on  a  search  com¬ 
mittee  and  toding,  processing, 
and  filtering  the  information 
that  you  get,  to  see  a  true  picture 
of  the  person  you  are  consider¬ 
ing.  For  decades  I  have  been 
receiving  calls  like  this  related  to 
people  with  whom  1  have 
worlced  or  have  known  through 
the  years.  I  have  tried  to  answer 
fully  and  ^forthrightly  in  an 
undierstandable  marmer.  ^en, 
the  committee  aisks  me  for  mfor- 
mation  I  do  not  have,  nor  does 
anyone  else  possess.  At  other 
times  clear,  straightforward 
information  for  good  or  bad  is 

Fiven  and  it  is  not  accepted.  Still, 
am  convinced  that  placing  the 
decision-making  process  of  who 
to  call  as  pastor  m  the  hands  of 
local,  congregationally-elected 
people  to  searai  out  and  find  a 
shepherd  is  the  best  way  the 
mission  can  be  accomplished. 

Throughout  most  of  the  years 
I  have  been  receiving  these  calls, 
one  of  the  inevitabfe  questions 
asked  is,  "What  are  his  weak¬ 
nesses  or  what  is  his  greatest 
weakness?"  Longtime  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  pastor  Gene  Dobbs 
told  about  a  fellow  who,  when 
asked  about  a  man's  strengths 
and  weaknesses,  would  reply 
something  to  the  effect,  "V^ll, 
his  stien^  is  deer  hunting  and 
his  weakness  is  fishing."  1  do  not 
think  that  is  what  the  committee 
is  really  asking-

While  I  do  not  question 
whether  or  not  it  is  vahd  to  ask 
about  strengths  or  weaknesses, 
1  do  wonder  if  the  answers  are 
valid.  Many  years  ago  I  stopped 
giving  just  a  simple  answer  in 
regard  to  a  person's  weaknesses 
because  I  realized  it  was  wrong. 
Let  me  explain.  To  begin  with, 
there  is  the  problem  that  is  cre¬ 
ated  in  the  minds  of  folks  who 
hear  the  response.  It  will 
become  their  primary  focus  of 
attention  to  watch  for  those 
weaknesses  to  appear.  I  sup- 
pjose  it  is  human  nature  for  peo¬ 
ple  to  zero  in  on  such  thmgs 
and  with  every  occurrence  it  is 
reaffirmed  in  their  minds  that 
the  individual  is  weak  in  that 
area.  In  fact,  1  have  even  noticed 
as  people  have  watched  for 
such  weaknesses  that  they  lose 
all  sight  of  the  person's 
strengms.  There  is  no  acknowl¬ 
edgement  of  or  appreciation  for 
the  positive  things  that  may 
vastly  overshadow  the  weak¬ 
nesses.  They  keep  watching  for 
the  weaknesses  until  they  see 
nothing  else  but  failures. 

Here  is  the  bigger  issue: 
Oftentimes  when  I  am  asked 
about  a  person's  weaknesses  it 
is  difficult  for  me  to^come  up 
with  one,  two,  or  thrw  because 
many  of  the  people  I  know  who 


are  serving  the  Lord,  as  they 
discover  they  have  a  weakness, 
begin  to  work  on  it  to  the  point 
ttiat  it  becomes  a  strength.  1 
have  seen  that  repeatedly  in 
people's  lives  through  the 
years.  People  who  are  conscien¬ 
tious,  driven,  passionate  about 
serving  the  Lord,  and  being  the 
best  they  Ctm  be  have  often¬ 
times  turned  weaknesses  into 
strengths.  For  instance,  I  have 
seen  people  who  were  not  good 
administrators  study,  attend 
conferences,  pitk  up  ideas,  and 


push  themselves  to*  be  more 
open,  outgoing,  friendly,  con¬ 
nected,  and  available  to  the 
people  around  them.  For  some 
this  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  do. 

One  last  thought  which  I 
think  is  vital  to  committees,  pas¬ 
tors,  and  churches  concerning 
weaknesses  and  strengths:  It  is 
wrong  of  us  to  expect  people  to 
be  able  to  do  what  God  has  not 
gifted  them  to  do.  Sometimes  it 
is  spiritually  shortsighted  on  the 
part  of  those  involved  to  expect 
or  demand  that  a  pastor  begm  to 
do  what  he  cannot  do. 


According  to  Scripture,  there  is  a 
spiritual  ^  of  teaching,  preach¬ 
ing,  pastoring,  administering, 
and  guiding.  If  that  be  true, 
what  a  pastor  does  in  the  local 
church  setting  is  generally 
focused  in  the  direction  of  his 
giftedness.  If  you  feel  led  to  go 
and  demand  of  your  pastor  that 
he  preach  as  good  as  the  fellow 
in  me  adjoining  church  field  or 
with  the  excellence  of  the  fellow 
you  watch  on  television,  you 
may  be  saying  a  great  deal  about 
your  own  lack  of  understanding 
of  what  the  Scripture  teaches. 

I  certainly  am  aware  that 
preachers  can  fail  to  apply 
themselves  in  their  study 
habits  and  in  their  growing 
posture,  but  there  are  times  and 
there  are  things  that  just  cannot 
be  accomplished.  1  played  bas¬ 
ketball  when  I  was  in  school, 
but  when  you  are  5'10"  and 
biiilt  like  I  was,  it  was  impossi¬ 
ble  to  dunk  a  ball.  I  wanted  to 
and  I  even  saw  other  people 
who  were  my  size  do  it.  I  tried 
hard,  but  it  never  happened 
and  it  never  will  happen. 

What  is  a  better  thing  for  us 
to  do  than  scratch  around  for 
weaknesses?  Maybe  it  would 
be  better  if  we  focused  on  the 
strengths  and  asked  God  to 
make  the  weaknesses  manage¬ 
able  or  at  least  tolerable  so  that 
He  could  take  all  of  us  and 
magnify  the  giftedness  He  has 
provided  in  us  and  through  us 
to  His  glory.  We  could  see  Him 
at  work,  rejoice  with  each  other, 
and  thank  Him  for  the  gifts  that 
He  has  planted  in  each  of  us.

Pro-family  groups  plead  for  involvement 
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COLORADO 
Colo.  (BP  and  local 
Saymg  that  the  future  of  America 
is  at  stake,  pro-hunily  leaders 
May  23  caUed  on  Chmtians  to 
get  involved  in  the  debate  over 
same-sex  marriage  by  pushing 
for  die  passage  of  the  F^eru 
Marriage  Amendment. 

"I  am  not  exaggerating 
when  I  say  the  next  12  to  18 
months  will  likely  determine 
not  only  the  future  of  this  coun¬ 
try  but  of  Western  civilization," 
said  Fam^  Research  Council 
President  lony  Perkins,  who  is 
no  relation  to  William  Perkins, 
editor  of  The  Baptist  Record. 

Perkins  and  other  pro-fami¬ 
ly  leaders  spoke  to  several  hun¬ 
dred  diurcnes  via  satellite  and 
the  Internet  at  an  event  titled 
the  Battle  for  Marriage.  The 
simulcast  took  place  a  mere  six 
days  after  Massachusetts 
became  the  first  state  to  legalize 
same-sex  marriage. 

"This  is  such  a  critical 
moment,"  Focus  on  the  Family 
foimder  James  Dobson  said. 
"We  do  stand  at  a  crossroads." 
Dobson  said  events  of  recent 
weeks  —  including  the  fact 
that  Congress  seems  indiffer¬ 
ent  to  the  issue  —  have  made 
him  "discouraged." 

"It  just  seems  like  ...  a  moun¬ 
tain  too  high  to  climb,"  Dobson 
said,  "and  I  have  been  chas¬ 
tised  by  the  Lord  for  that  [atti¬ 
tude].  He  is  still  on  the  throne." 

Holding  an  oversized  gavel 
to  represent  judges  who  have  a 
"super-sized  view  of  their 
aumoriW,"  Perkins  said  federal 
judges  have  not  been  kind  to 
traditional  family  values. 
"They've  taken  away  the  ri^t 
of  our  children  to  pray,"  ne 
said.  "They've  taken  the  Ten 
Commandments  and  they've 
put  them  in  the  closet." 

Adding  that  the  federal 
courts  have  sUmriied  a  partial- 
birth  abortion  San,  Perkins  said 
it's  only  a  matter  of  time  before 
a  same-sex  marriage  case  ends 
up  before  federal  judges. 

"[Tjhey're  going  to  impose 
upon  all  of  us  same-sex  mar¬ 
riages  all  across  this  country," 
Perkins  said.  "...If  we  do  not 
enact  a  constitutional  amend¬ 
ment,  one  of  diese  days  in  die 
very  near  future  one  of  these 
tyrannical  judges  is  going  to  drop

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the  gavel  and  it's  going  to  be  die 
end  of  marriage  in  America." 

The  only  solution,  Perkins 
said,  is  to  pass  a  constitutional 
marriage  amendment.  "We 
must  amend  the  U.S. 
Constitution  so  that  it  defines 
marriage  as  being  between  one 
man  and  one  woman,"  he  said. 

Chuck  Colson,  founder  of 
Prison  Fellowship,  said  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress  have  indicat¬ 
ed  they  have  received  very  lit¬ 
tle  response  from  voters 
regarding  a  constitutional  mar¬ 
riage  amendment.  "This  is  the 
mother  of  all  culture  war  bat¬ 
tles,"  he  said.  "This  is  the  one 
that  decides  what  kind  of  a 
country  we're  going  to  be." 

Believers,  Colson  said,  must 
place  a  phone  call  to  their  legis¬ 
lators.  Traditional  mail  ana  e- 
mails  are  less  influential,  he 
added.  The  anthrax  scare  has 
resulted  in  traditional  mail  tak¬ 
ing  two  weeks  to  reach  a  legis¬ 
lator's  office.  E-mails,  he  said, 
can  be  deleted.  Phone  calls  — 
to  both  a  senator's  Washington 
office  and  the  home  office  — 
can  make  a  difference. 

"Explain  it  reasonably  and 
calmly  and  lovingly,"  Colson 
said.  "...At  the  end  of  the  day 
they'll  ...say,  'I  couldn't  get  orf 
the  phone  today.  So  many  peo¬ 
ple  are  calling  in  on  this  issue.'" 


Dobson  said  it's  critical  that 
believers  be  able  to  defend 
their  position.  One  of  the 
biggest  objections  comes  from 
those  who  shrug  their  shoul¬ 
ders  and  say,  "Who's  [same-sex 
marriage]  going  to  hurt?" 

"Tliat's  a  selfish  question," 
Dobson  said.  "The  question 
[should  be,]  'What  does  it  do  to 
the  country  and  what  does  it  do 
to  children?"'  Traditional  mar¬ 
riage,  Etobson  said,  cannot  "co¬ 
exist  with  homosexual  rnar- 
riage.  It  will  destroy  the  family." 

Scandinavian  countries  began 
granting  same-sex  couples  the 
legal  benefits  of  marriage  during 
the  1990s,  Dobson  saia,  and  the 
results  have  been  disastrous. 
People  diere  have  forgotten  the 
purpose  of  marriage,  he  said. 
’^^People  are  not  marrying," 
Dobson  said.  "They  cire  cohabit¬ 
ing.  That's  what  happen.  It 
is  tin  inevitable  result." 

Other  negative  results  will  fol¬ 
low  if  America  embraces  same- 
sex  marriage,  he  said.  Schools 
will  be  forced  to  teach  that  homo- 
sexviality  and  heterosexuality  are 
equal,  hi  addition,  religious  free 
dom  will  be  in  danger. 

Believers  are  mobilizing,  he 
said.  Dobson  mentioned  pro- 
family  rallies  that  have  seen 
diousands  turn  out  to  stand  for 
traditional  marriage.  In  Seattle, 


he  said,  20AX)  turned  out  Rallies 
in  San  Frandsco  (8,000),  San  Jose 
(2,000)  and  Phoorix  (8/XX))  also 
saw  g^t  turnouts,  he  said. 

Dobson  has  a  new  book  on 
the  issue,  titled.  Manias  Under 
Fire:  Why  We  Must  Wm  This 
Battle.  "I  am  excited,"  Dobson 
said.  "Why?  Because...  I  see  a 
rumbling  nom  coast  to  coast.  It 
hasn't  reached  Washington, 
D.C.,  yet  but  it's  going  to." 

Legislators  in  Washington, 
though,  are  running  from  the 
issue,  Dobson  said.  He  said 
that  when  he  was  in 
Washington  recently,  several 
senators  refused  to  meet  with 
him  and  other  pro-family 
leaders.  "They  don't  want  to 
get  near  to  us,  because  they're 
scared  of  this  issue,"  he  said. 
"But  you  all  have  to  convince 
them  that  there's  something 
else  to  be  scared  of." 

Only  30  senators  have  ag^d 
to  sign  the  Federal  Marriage 
Amendment,  Dobson  said.  It 
will  require  67  votes  to  pass  the 
Senate.  "You  won't  believe 
who's  among  the  70  [that  aren't 
supporting  it],"  he  said. 

Colson  said  biblical  argu¬ 
ments  won't  always  work  with 
non-believers  and  politicians. 
He  told  of  a  television  debate 
he  watched  that  involved  a 
Christian  leader  and  a  homo¬ 
sexual  activist.  The  Christian 
leader  made  biblical  argu¬ 
ments,  but  the  homosexual 
retorted,  "We're  not  asking  for 
marriage  in  the  church;  we're 
asking  for  civil  marriage."  The 
Christian  leader  had  no 
response,  Colson  said. 

*You  have  to  argue 
grounds  of  justice  and 
dence,"  he  said. 

One  of  the  best  arguments, 
Colson  said,  is  that  children 
are  better  off  with  mothers 
and  fathers  "You  can't  have 
that  with  just  two  [homosexu¬ 
al]  adults,"  he  said.  "You 
can't  model  the  proper  sexual 
relationship  between  a  hus¬ 
band  and  wife."
